KEMSI-YURT. Russia — Conced- 
ing that they have failed in their at- 
tempts to rescue more than 100 hostages 
ftom a small band of Chechen gueiriUas 
in the village of Pervomayskoye near 
here, the Russian Anny withdrew hs 
sold^ Wednesday ftra the banJe- 
ground and began pounding the hamlet 
with some of its most devastating rock- 
ets. 

Faced with the mounting political iro- 
plicatioDS of the weeklmg hostage siege 
here in tbe Russian rqntiilic of Dagestan 
— and two more it has spawned in 
Tuikey and in Chechnya itself — Pres- 
ident Bmis N. Yeltsin has decided after 
two days of a fierce but futile ground 
assaults to resort to sheer firepower to 
ox’ercoroe the rebels. 

Turkish authorities, meanwliile. 
shadowed the slow-moving ferry 
.AvTasiya though stormy seas Wednes- 
day as it beaded west tounTd Istanbul 
with about half a dozen hijackers aboard 
and 200 passengers, mostly Russians. 

Despite threats 1^ the gun- 

men to blow up the ferry in the Bo^ho- 
rus. nearly two days’ sailing away. 
Turkey ruled out any immediate op- 
eration against the vessel. 

The hijackers said they were ready to 
ftee some of their hostages. “We have 
decided where to leat'e some of tbe 
hostages, but we vdll armounce it when 
we get there,’ * a hijacker told Reuters by 
pboae fiom the ferry. 

In Dagestan, a spokesman for Rus- 
sia's Federal Security Service said: 
“The Chechens are providing strong 
resistance. But today the operation will 
end. We believe the hostages are dead. 
And now we will destroy the ban- 
dits," 

Russia's talk about its atnlity to dis- 


patch the Chechen enemy has always 
been more optimistic ibm warranted. 
Z-ast year. .Mr. Yeltsin said it would take 
only days to capture Grozny, the capital 
of the secessionist souths republic, 
which for w'eeks saw some of the heav- 
iest fighting in any city since the end of 
Worid War 11. The city has been almost 
demolished. 

Although as many as 40 hostages 
have bem released in the Dagestan 
assault. Major General Alexander 
Mikhailov, a Russian security spokes- 
man, did not give any reason for his 
assertion that those who remained in 
the village were dead. He said that the 
Chechens had begun to execute the 
hostages — but he had said that and 
then admitted he was wrong twice in 
the pretious two days. 

Within minutes of speaking, how- 
ever, the earth began rumbling as Rus- 
sian land forces ilied Grad rockets and 
heavy* mortars toward the devastated 
\ill^. 

Tfie Grads feU with Tnxmstrous con- 
cessive force throughout tbe day. In 
this town, about five kilometers away, 
where journalists have been forced to 
watch the fighting ftom a distance af- 
ter Russian forces herded them in 
droves ftom tbe battle lines, windows 
rattled and cracked at the force of the 
blasts. 

Grad missiles, which were a main 
element in the de^ru^on of Grozny just 
a year ago, are the opposite of precision 
we^ns. They are like a blunt instru- 
ment, launched from more than a mUe 
away, and they can scatter heavy metal 
over a wide area when tiiey strike.

Smart Shoppers Drive Home Argument for Euro

BRESSANONE, Italy — One reason Europe’s 
leaders are fi^iting to introduce a ringle currency in 
tbe next coupie.of years is evident in Johann Lanz's 
car showrtxxn In Ituy. 

Pointing to a blue, two-door Volksw^n Polo, 
Mr. Lanz said it cost the equivalent of $8,562. In 
Austria or.Germany. a couple of hours* drive over the 
Brenner Pass from this northern Italian town, the 
same car costs about Sl,250 more. Tbe result, not 
surpri.<aagly; ig.a 'sfeacty stream of Germans and 
Austrians into Italy, not for pa.sa of sunshine, but for 
cars. Even as Euro^ moves toward adoption of the 
euro — ihie common monetaiy unit — its dozen-odd 


currencies seem headed in tbe opposite direction, 
iheir values drifting apart So on a continent where 
hi^ fxices foreverything ftt)m cold cream to cars are 
stifli^ con5Uiiq>tibn, shoroers gladly take tiieir 
strong Deutsche maiks and francs on the road to 
places where they buy more. 

Such bargain-hunting has escalated lately, not just 
in BFes.sanone, snuggle under the Alps, but all over 
Europe. Safety standards have gradually becMne 
fairly uniform and customs bamers have fallen, 
meaning that moving cars acroxs borders poses few 
problems. 

The reimponing, in fact, often riches tbe com- 
mercial scale, and automakers now complain that 
these car ixolrers are taking a significant bile om of 
profits. The ^ropean Commission has stepped in to 


investigate Volkswagen sales in Italy, but large-scale 
reimporting is appearing all over. 

European Car, based in Paris, buys E^nch-buili 
cats lUie Renaults and Peugeots in $p^ where they 
are priced low because of stiif lo^ competition. 
Then die owner. Alan Fournier, ships them back to 
France, where die cars are sold at prices well below 
what French car makers charge. European Car es- 
timated its 19^ sales at 6,000 cars. 

Karel Cardoen runs a similar business in Belgium. 
Hts showroom near Antwerp stocks about 1,000 
reimported cars for bargain-hunters who come from 
neaitw GeimaDy, France and the Netherlands.

Turkish Welfare Party Lives Up to Its Name travel update

KONYA, Turkey — In its cam- 
paign to van votes on tiie back streets 
of this provindal Anatolian city. 
Turkey’s pro-lslamic Weliare Party 
left little to Allah and nothing to 
chance. 

Long befde last mootii's elections, 
in whidi this oietiroe fringe party 
made the le^ to tiie country's prin- 
cipal vote-getter atxl earned die cfa^ce 
to try, as yet unsuccessfully, to form a 
governing coalition, its wotkos 
fanned out across Konya's nei^bor- 
hoods, deployed like soldiers in an old- 
fashioned, big-dty party machine. 

In tiie Meram area, home to new 
arrivals from Turkey’s f^-emptying 
countryside, each street has its own 
rix-man Welfare Party team to keep a 
dose watefa on the lives of its in- 
habitants. The sick, the poa, bh^, 
weddings, funerals — all are grist fbr 
the regular reports sent into the party 
distria office and on k> dty hall, 
which for the last five years h^ been 
occupied by a mayor from the Wel- 
fare Party. 

Mayor HalU Urun, a dvil engineer 
with a political manner closer to that 
of a heeler’s than an Islamic 
fundamentalist's, takes it from there. 


On any given Sundty, he attends IQ to 
15 weddings, grosting as many as 
2,000 voters in a single day. 

"If you don't say hello to people," 
he sai^ in tiie English he learned in 
tiie United States, "they won’t vote 
for you." 

Welfue Party's approach is 
not just sound politics; it is {xactically 
revolutionary here. 

^^^e Tukey’s traditional parties 
battled each otiia for ministerid port- 
folios in Ankara, the Welfare ^rty 
cultivated the grass roots, tapping into 
tiie widespread alieiretioa daat sent 
millions of Turks looking for an al- 
ternative to a political system they 
perceive to be inbred, corrupt and 
insensitive to their problems. 

Mayor Urun's admidstiatiai, lilre 
those of Welfare Party mayors in Is- 
tanbul, Ankara and 22 otha Tudosh 
cities, also has focused on clean 
streets, cb^ bread, tram lines and. in 
its one bow to die moral codeof Islam, 
the closing of brotiiels. 

On*Dec. 24, the Welfare P:^, or 
Refah a$ it is called in Tuikish, inched 
past Turkey's main center-right par-

This time. r^nHiHat^ for the 
Republican nomination had 
spent $28 1.000 just through 
the end of December. And the 
Iowa Democratic Part>' had 
spent $64,000 on adveitise- 
mems toutiz^ President Bill 
Colon’s budgeL

Barbara Jordan Dies at 59, 
Congresswoman From Texas

.AUSTIN, Texas — Bar- 
bara Jordan, tire former con- 
gresswoman whose lingiiig 
voice and unsaleable faife in 
die U.S. Consthutim inqiiied 
the nation during the Water- 
gate impeachment hearings, 
died Wednesday. She was 59. 

Nls. Jordan, the first black 
elected to Congress from the 
South since Reconstruction, 
had been ill for several years, 
suffering from multiple scle- 
rosis. 

Once considered a possible 
vice presidential candidate. 
Ms. Jordan left politics after 
three tenns in the House, 
choosing to leach instead. 
Shunning the Umetighi, she 
devoted her energies to stu- 
dents. who fondly called her 
“BJ.” 

Her death was confirmed 
b>' a spokesman at the Lyndon 
B. Johnson School of Public 
Affairs at fee University of 
Texas, where she began 
teaching in 1979. 

The daughter of a Baptist 
minister. .Ms. Jordan became 


a state senator in 1966, the 
first black to serve there. She 
was elected to Congress six 
years later and retired in 
1978. 

Former Representative Pe- 
ter Rodino, who was chair- 
man of the House Juriciaiy 
Committee, later recalled his 
first meeting wife her. “She 
came in to see me. I’ll never 
forget, opeired her mouth, 
spoke a few words, and 1 re- 
member thinking, ‘This is a 
woman I certainly want on 
this commiitee.’ ” 

It was during the coimnit- 
tee's 1974 trearings on 
whether to impeach President 
Richard Nixon that Ms. Jor- 
dan wm a national reputa- 
tion. 

“The gentle lady from 
Texas,” as Mr. Rodino called 
her, stirred television audi- 
ences across the country 
when she declared: “My faith 
in the constitution is whole. It 
is complete. It is total.” 

She went on to give a stir- 
ring keynote address at fee 
1976 Democratic National 


Convention, which nominat- 
ed Jimmy Carter. 

Ms. Jmdan was bom in 
Houston in 1936. She grad- 
uated wife honors from Texas 
Southern University, where 
she was a member of a 
bating team that defeated 
Harvard. She studied law at 
Boston University. 

She practiced law in Hous- 
ton and got her start in politics 
licking stamps in the 
Kennedy-JohnsoD campaign 
of 1960. 

“I had a law degree but no 
practice, so I went down to 
Harris County Democratic 
headquarters and asked them 
what I could do,” she once 
recalled. 

‘ ‘They put me to woik lick- 
ing stamps and addressing en- 
velopes. 

“One night we went out to 
a church to enlist Negro vot- 
ers and fee woman who was 
supposed to spe^ didn't 
show I volunteered lo 
speak in her place and right 
after that, they took me off 
licking and addressing.”

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Yeltsin Like Gorbachev? 


Hk vioient firefight between Rus- 
sian troops and Chechen rebels in the 
southern Russian village of Pervo< 
mayskaya is more than the latest skir- 
mish in a war that neidier side seems 
willing to end. The attack by Russian 
faces, intended to free hostages seized 
last week 1^ the Chechen fighters, 
seems to be Boris Yeltsin's con'^sive 
way of preparing to run for re-election 
as president. 

All indications point to Mr. Yeltsin 
getting ready to campaign as a cham- 
pion Russian [rawer and pride rather 
Aan as the architect of Russian eco- 
nomic reform and democracy. The lat- 
est and most disheartening casualty of 
that emerging strategy was Anatoli 
Chubais, forc^ to depart on Tuesday. 
He was the last committed reformer 
left in the Yeltsin cabineL As a deputy 
prime minister, Mr. Chubais was tlra 
Kremlin's strongest defender of the 
pain^ but critically important eco- 
nomic reforms that Mr. Yeltsin ini- 
tiated in 1992. 

While Nfr. Yeltsin's new approach 
may win him suf^rart from some voters 
who favored Communists and nation- 
alists in last month's parliamentary 
elections, it seems unlikely to secure 
re-eiecdon and could undennine what- 
ever hope he may harbor of sustaining 
reform in a second term. 

Like Mikhail Gorbachev, who 
slowed reform and embraced its op- 
ponents in a futile effort to save his job 
and the Soviet Union. Presid^t 
Yeltsin seems bedazzled by the illusion 
that accommodating the opposition is 
tile way to overcome it Ik of all people 
should realize that Mr. Gorbachev's 
incoDsisteni policies only invittd 
greater challenges to his lead^hip and 
ultimately led to his demise. 

Apparently unmindful of that ex- 
ample. Mr. Yeltsin is swerving away 
from reform. Almost every action he 


has taken since returning from a two- 
month convalescence for heart prob- 
lems suggests that he is inclined to seek 
re-elecQM and would rather change 
his refonn government tiian defend it 

The appointment of Yevgeni Pri- 
makov as foreign minister puts at his 
side a loyal servant of die KGB and 
Communist Party during the Soviet 
period, auguring a more aggressive 
foreign poGcy. Nfr. Primakov learned 
statecraft fr^ the Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev. 

Mr. Yeltsin's appointment of Nikolai 
Yegorov as his new chief of staff was no 
less troubling. As minister of nation- 
alito, Mr. Yegorov was one of the 
eariy ^vocates of tiie Russian mflitaiy 
ana^ in Chechnya a year ago. He re- 
places the liberal Ser^ Ipatov in a 
Yeltsin inner circle now domiflaied 
hawkish militaiy and security advisers. 

The decisioa to assault the Chechen 
fighters ui Pervomayskaya may be 
popular with Russians who distrust tiie 
Chechens and believe that Moscow has 
been humiliated by the war in Chech- 
nya. Biu it prenmoiiely cut off ne- 
gotiations that should have been ex- 
tended to avoid bloodshed. In the end. 
Mr. Yeltsin seemed more interested in 
upholding a false sense of Russian hon- 
or — ‘ 'We must punish them.' ’ he said 
of the ChMhens — than in finding a 
peaceful way to end the hostage crisis.

Pricing Mideast Peace 


The peace talks going on between 
Israel and Syria have spaii^ fresh 
interest in whai the American role 
might be in strengthening an agree- 
ment Defense Secretary WilUam Per- 
ry has just hardened the C^ton ad- 
ministraiion's commitment to have 
American forces, duly invited by both 
parties, monitor restoration of the Is- 
raeli-occupied Golan Heights to Syria.

Australia in Good Standing 

Chalk one up for the market. Only a 
year ago Australia was on the outs with 
Malaysia after Prime Minister Paul 
Kermng called Rime Minister Ma- 
badiir bln Mohanmd a "recalcitrant** 
and Mr. Mahathir responded by calling 
Australians the ill-br^ descendants of 
"ex-convicts and socid discards." 
Tbe distrust and misunderstandings 
went well beyond words. Until very 
recently. Austtalian defense policy 
looked at neighboring Indonesia as a 
threat and not an ally. 

This week, however, all sides kissed 
and made up. On the first visit of an 
Australian prime miuister to Kuala 
Lumpur in 13 years, Mr. Keating em- 
phasized that Australians “now seek 
our security in the region, not from tbe 
regioD," at a banquet with Mr. Ma- 
hathir. The Malaysian prime minister 
for his part said that it was time to put 
the past behind them and suggested 
that it was a credit to both countries that 


"good sense" had prevailed despite 
their various spate. 

Singapore Prime Minister Goh 
Chok Tong went even ftirfoer. telling 
foe Austrian Fmandal Review foat 
he could envisage an ASEAN wifo 
both AustraUa and New Zealand as 
members. 

Why foe sudden improvement in 
relations? In a word, trade. In foe pan 
few years there has been a draniatic 
increase in commercial contact be- 
tween Australia and its Asian nei^- 
bors. Australia's trade with Malaysia, 
for example, is soon expected to out- 
strip its trade wifo Mofoer Britain. 

We're not suggesting tiiat trade rrill 
overcome all problems; as the friction 
between Tokyo and Washington 
demonstrates, trade can create its own 
conflicts. But trade does create pow- 
erful new pressures and incentives for 
the good sense foat might otherwise 
not have been allowed to prevail.

A Good Start in Bosnia, but the Conditions Aren’t Promismg 


W ASHINGTON — Bill 
Clinton took a well-de- 
served victory lap in Bosnia last 
weekend. The taoad cease-fire 
that his aHmin i iprafirtn negoti- 
ated is taking hoIrL and w^ 
NATO troops fonniog out the 
prospect of renewed large-scale 
wairare, or mass murder of 
civilians, is oil. That is foe big 
picture, and it is a good one. But 
if you look just behind it there 
are still worrying simis. 

If you put 60.^ NATO 
troops in a small cotffltry like 
Bosnia, you will quell most of 
the violet. What is troubling is 
fhat Email incidents (along 
place between Croats, Muslims 
and Seibs suggest th^ the po- 
litical-economic confotions to 
create an environment in which 
peace can reign wifoout 60,000

Women Who Turned Off 
The Biological Clock

N EW' YORK — This year to 
first wave of to bab^- 
boomers turns 50. 

For many of to .^8 million 
women born during the baby 
boom, the Uologic^ clock so 
many watched anxiously is wind- 
ing dowTi forever. 

But what about to IS percent 
of those women — I ant one — 
who inientionaily never produced 
a batw boom of our own? 

Be^se our decision not to 
have children violates norms of

feminine coodua. we face a dif- 
ferent psychologicai task from 
our peers who became mothers 
or were infertile. 

According to my own experi- 
ence and to interview's I conduct- 
ed with SO women who are also 
diildless by choice — the majtHity 
of them boomers — most of 

us have never been happier. 

Contrary to popular asstimp- 
tions, most women I’ve talked to 
who have made conscious de- 
cisions not to rqiroduce for per- 
sonal or professional reasons 
are approaching their milestone 
birthdays with few regrets and 
with a lot of relief and excitement 
about to future. 

At 35, Jane, a dancer, married a 
man who did not want children. 
At 40 she wem to medical school. 
She has now established a child 
psychiatry practice and repaid 
her loans. 

"I make a difTerence in chil- 
dren's lives and stiR go out at 
night," she told me. 

"My life is reaUy beginning 
at 50," said Anna, an acupunc- 
turist, as she and her new hus- 
band prepared for an around-the- 
world trip. 

Reviewing a decade as a war 
correspondent in to Muslim 
world, one woman told me: ‘ ‘I've 
had such an eventful time I 
wouldn’t mind dying now. 
Would I have been able to go into 
Afghanistan with the rebels if I'd 
had a child waiting at home?" 

Roitin, a secretary living in a 
Long Island, New York, suburb 
surrounded by ot^ people's 
children, says: "There's no gene 
for moiheihood. I'm happy with 
my life. 1 feel no need to undo 
what I didn't do — and I will 
leave lots of love." 

Lauien. a housewife and 


community activist believes she 
has given up "a kind of self- 
know'lcdge you only get from 
having kids" Ixit has gained 
“lime to reflect lhai most people 
don't have." 

It is only now as she approach- 
es 50 that Leslie, a gallery owner, 
can volunteer that she chose not 
to be a mother. 

"! felt a stigma in my earlier 
years," to sud. “1 was afraid 
people would judge me or feel 
sorry for me. because I mistrusted 
my decision to be different. Now 
i Imow- that 1 made that choice out 
of strength." 

Many women anribuied their 
satisfaction specificaUy to their 
decision to remain childkss. a 
choice they believe has offered 
them rare oppommities for self- 
expression. service and creativity. 

Their need to be to center of 
their owti attention is not based on 
selfishness or coldness, as is often 
a.ssumed, but reflects a healthy 
wish to focus on their own lives. 

All of them say they feel proud 
that they actively grappled with 
their motherhood dilemma. 

They say toy do not regret the 
outcome, even though many had 
to mourn lost possibilities and 
accept being permanent outsiders 
to a prindp^ preoccupation of 
their peers. 

Each told me she now enjoys 
her unconventional life, the in- 
timacy of her marriage, her un- 
common degree of freedom 
and privacy. 

Conventional wisdom, the re- 
ligious right and the psycholo- 
gist Erik Erikson — who wrote 
thai “a woman who does not ftil- 
fiU her innate need to frU her 
uterus with embiyonic tissue is 
likely to be frustrated or neu- 
rotic" — are WTong. 

These "barren" women feel 
fiilly womanly as they reach 
menopause. 

Many see themselves as mod- 
els for the next generation, 
demonstrating that women can 
finally make informed choices 
about reproduction, see mother- 
hood as a vocation that may or 
may not suit diem, and be ful- 
niled whichever life they chose.

Jews in German Am^? 
Nearfy 100 Are Serving, 
Some in Combat Boles

JERUSALEM — Jews are serving in 
the Gomao Army for the first time since 
before tire Holocaust, the Israeli news- 
paper Yediotii Al^oih reponed 
Wednesday. 

The paper said it was told by the 
aimed forces chief of staff, G^ieral 
Klaus Neumann, that nearly 100 Jewish 
soldiers, all volunteers, are serving in tiie 
army, some of them in combat rcSes. 

Jews are excluded from compulsory 
military service in Germany if iheir par- 
ents or grandparents were die victims of 
die Nazis in World War n, or if being in 
the military would make it difficult to 
follow religious practices — such as 
keeping kosher or observing holidays. 

The paper interviewed General Neu- 
mann during the visit to Germany by 
President Weizman of Isr^l this 
week. Mr. Weizman said during the trip 
that he could not understand why any Jew 
would live in Germany and that he could 
never forgive Germans for the Holocaust, 
in which 6 million Jews were killed.

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^Missing Matter^: A Cloak of Dead Stars?

S AN ANTONIO. Texas — 
Earth’s borne galaxy, the 
Milky Way, is envelop*^ in a 
vast sphere of unseen “dark 
matter" in the form of dead stars, 
according to new evidence repeated by 
an intematioDal team of astronomers. 

The newly detected objects, known 
by the acronym h^hos (Massive 
Osmpact Halo Objects), are most like- 
ly bumed-out stars called "white 
dwarfs,” the researchers said. They 
could also include a mix of odier stell^ 
remnants including black holes, ob- 
jects with a gravitational field so strong 
that not even light can escape it 
Scientists called the finmngs a ma- 
jor step forward in astronomers’ long 
struggle to locate and identify the 
"missing mass” in the universe. The 
new evidence sugg^ts that much of 
the long-sought misang matter is 
made of the same materials as the stars 
a^ planets, but simply could not be 
detected until astronomers tried a new 
tec^que. 

Only 10 percent of the cosmic mass 
exists ffl visible, "shiny” celestial ob- 
jects such as stars and galaxies. The 
otiier 90 percent has bMn detected 
only tiirough its gravitational influ- 


ence on nearby visible objects. The 
mysteiy of the dark matter is bot^ up 
with questions of how titt universe 
formed and evolved, and what will 
be its fate. 

A debate has raged over whether the 
missing mass was made up of protons 
and neutrons like ordinary matter or 
whether it could be composed of ex- 
otic. undetectable elementaiy particles 
known as WIMPs (Weakly Interacting 
Massive Particles). 

The new observations tilt the play- 
ing field strongly toward the "orm- 
napr matter” advocates. Tf the early 
evidence bolds up, said John Bahcail, 
of the Institute for Advanced Studies at 
Princeton, * 'this is tite most important 
piece of science I've heard about in die 
last few years." The findings strongly 
indicate, he said, that ‘ ‘the ‘right sn^ 
is oidin^ stuff.” 

Dr. Bahcail said the findings are 
"bad news" for particle physicists be- 
cause they don’t lend support for the 
existence of exotic particles reguiied 
by some theories of bow tiie universe 
has farmed and evolved. 

Machos are lightless bodies such as 
sub-stellar objects too small tt) i^te 
the thermonuclear fiision that gives 
stars thmr shine, ^ad stars and black 
holes. To search for such objects, tte 
research team spent two years observ- 


ing 10 millioD stars a night using the 
la^t in high-powered detectors. 

The findings of ^ intemadon^ 
consortium of Macho hunten, present- 
ed here at the annual winter meeting of 
the American Astronomical Society, 
represent a revision of the team's ear- 
lier report, which had showed a puz- 
zling shortage of Machos. Their initial 
results, presented last April, were 
hailed as the first "significant" de- 
tection of galactic dark matter. But 
tiiose findings also indicated that the 
tool mass of Machos could account 
for only about 20 percent of ^ unseen 
maner that theorists say should be pre- 
sent in the galaxy. 

T he revised results indicate 
tiiat Machos in the size range 
of white dwarfs could ac- 
count for at least 50 per c ent 
of the galactic dark matter — and 
possibly all of it. 

The difference in the two sets of 
results is a canlrinatia} of improved 
analysis of the original rfata arvi me feet 
that "we now have twice as much 
said Etavid Bennett of Lawrence 
Livennoie Laboatoiy and tite Center 
for Particle >ytropb^cs of fee Uni- 
ver^ty of California tu Beskeley.

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Relatives of Patients 
With Polyps Are at Risk 

WASEHNCTON (WP) — Close rel- 
atives of patients witii benign polyps in 
feeir colons or rectums run an mcreked 
risk of (teveloping cancer in those re- 
gioos, according to a study published in 
me New &gland Journal of 
Medicine. 

As a result of their findings, tbe in- 
vestigators from nine me<U^ centers 
across the United States and one in 
Britain suggested that people under dO 
who are pareats or siblings of patients 
with beni^ polyps should undergo rou- 
tine screening. 

Since it taltes as long as 10 years for 
these benign polyps to develop, the in- 
vestigators, fae^ed by Sidney J. 
Winawer of the National Polyp Study 
Headquaiteis at Memorial Sloan-Ket- 
teting Cancer Center m Yodc, said 

screenings should be deme at five-year 
intervals. 

With the cost of medical treatment 
constantly being evalu^ed, the re- 
searchers said were unsure whether 
such screening would be cost-effective 
even tbou^ it could help reduce tiie 
incidence ^ colon and rectal cancers. 


Hopei and Also Caution, 
About New Malaria Drug 

NEW YOW?! (NYT) ---The apparent 
success of a malaria dr^ being tested in 
Africa has given rise to both hope and 
cautionary tales about tbe development 
of new drugs for this andent diseke. 

Id the current issue of tbe journal 
Lancet, researchers working in 
Cameroon reported a 100 percent cure 
rate among 40 patients who took an 
ejqieriznental drug, {^nxtaridme. The 
patients all had fsJcipanim malaria, the 
most severe form of the disease. By 
crxitrast, patients in fee study who took 
the most widely prescribed drug, 
chloioquine, had a cure rate of only 44 
percent. 

New antimalanal drugs like pyronar- 
idine are always sought after, because 
tte parasites cause the disease de- 
velc^ resistance so quickly. 

Cbloroquine, the first-choice medic^on 
since ^ 1940s, has virtually stopped 
woildng in parts of Africa and Asia. 

But even the head of the research 
team. Dr. Pascal RingwaJd of the 
French instimte Orsfom. viewed tbe 
results with caution. The dr^ may 
eventually prove useful, he said, "but 
we need fiiHber studies." One reason 
for t^ caution is that veiy little is 
Imown about pyronaridiiie b^ond tills 
study.

EW YORK — Hrinrich 
Schliemaim, tbe wealthy 
Gecman entrepreneur and 
driven excavator of ancient 
Troy and Mycenae, epitomized the 
heroic age of archaeology in the 19ih 
century. His discoveries were {xiblic 
sensations, seeming to solve intriguing 
mysteries about antiquity and bringing 
to light glittering treasures of gold and 
broi^. His most celebrated excava- 
tions in fee 1870s established that the 
Troy of Homer .was not a mythical 
place, but a real ci^ whose ruins be had 
uncovered ioTuri^. 

More than a oentuiy later, Schlie- 
mann is a gain maHng iwaves in aitfeae- 
ology . In a new biograifey. Dr. David A. 
Traill, a classics prafesMr at the Uni- 
versity of California at Davis, portrays 
Schliemann as unscrmnilous and d^ 
ceitiul in his personal Im and nqreaiedly 
guilty of falsifying his excavation re- 
ports. The aufeor concludes from a thor- 
ough study of Schliemann's own writ- 
ings that fee famous aictaaeolo^st was 
very likely a pathological liar. 

Dr, Traills book. "Schliemann of 
Troy: Treasure and Deceit," published 
tiiis month by Sl Martin 's Press, poses a 
disturbing question for archaeologists: 
if Schliemann was so untrustworfey, 
how can anyone rriy on tiie reported 
results of his research as a basis for 
inteipretatioos of Bronze Age history? 

Archaeologists, in gener^ acknowl- 
edge Schliemann’s unsavory side, as- 
pects of which were suspected by his 
contemporaries. Neveifeeless, they 
rush to his defense. Wlule conced^ a 
need to be especially careful and critical 
in assessing his woik, they maintain that 
on balance, his excavations are a re- 
liable foundation for modem scholar- 
ship. They point out feat his meticulous 
leOTrds <n each dig were a model for 
future archaeologit^ practices. 

Reviewing die British edition of the 
feogr^y. Dr. Anthony Snodgrass, an 
archaeologist at Cambridge University, 
wrote in & journal Na&ire last Novem- 
ber tiiat 'DaU "has proved beyond ar- 
gument that Schliemann. if not a com- 
plete psychopath, was an unsavory 
character, egocentric, a bully to die 
weak and a syebopfaant to the powerful. 
anA above aU, profoundly dishonest"

marm accqxed before his death m 1890. 
Mcce i^ce^y, fee txeisuie. wt^ had 
been boused in a Berlin museum, was 
seized as war booty by Russian troops 
entering the in 1945. The treasure is 
scheduled to go on display in Moscow in 
April, for the first time since its dis- 
appea ra nce. while Germany. Russia. 
Greece and Turicey continue to dispute 
owneisb^.

R ichard Leakey's mes- 
sage is blunt Humankind 
"is in the throes of causing a 
nrajor biological crisis, a 
mass extinction," the distin- 
guished paleontologist and 
conservationist warns in his 
new book. "And we. Homo 
sapiens, may also be among 
the living dead" 

Written wife the respected 
science writer Roger Lewin, 
"The Sixth Extinctim" pro- 
vides a paleontological per- 
spective on tiie current wave 
of concern for our natural her- 
itage, comparing today’s cri- 
sis to earlier mass extinctitxis 
in the Eanh's histocy. It also 
puts fee current state of bio- 
diversity in fee context of re- 
cent findings in evolution^ 
biology and ecology which 
emphasize the role of chance 
in ^ development of spmes 
and biolo^c^ communities. 
For fee most part, Leakey and 


Lewin are successful: indeeA 
this book is the most lucid and 
thoughtful short exposition of

Oddly, though, fee discus- 
sion of the extiiuxion crisis 
itself falls short of the standard 
set by fee rest of "Tbe Sixtii 
Extinction.” Almost between 
one page and tiK ne:a, the lone 
changes. Where mice tbe 
reader was guitted l^ a pas- 
sionate but properiy cautious 
and ctrcmiispeA sdendst, a 
new guide aj^iean — a shrill 
polemicist who Is a touch 
weak OR tiie facts. The abrupt 
switch is dis^jpoiflting. b^ 
cause tiie world could use a 
careful explanation of what 
we do and do not know about 
the extinction crisis and the 
complex tradeoffs involved in 
choosing our response.

U.S. Data Show 

Economy Slowing 
To a Snail’s Pace

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
economy was clearly weakening at 
the end of 1995 with one widely 
watched for»:asiing gauge even 
flashing warnings of a recession, 
according to a series of economic 
repons released on Wednesday. 

Ending a statistical drought cre- 
ated by me 2 1 -day government shui- 
dowTi, the Commerce Department 
reported that America's trade deficit 
showed a sliglu improvement in Oc- 
tober, narrowing by 2.5 percent to 
^.04 billion as exports and imports 
declined. 

Meanwhile, the Index of Leading 
Economic Indicators, a key barom- 
eter of future economic activity, de- 
clined by 0.3 percent in No\'ember, 
following a 0 JS percent drop in Oc- 
tober. While the September perfor- 
mance was earlier reported as a de- 
cline, it was revised Wednesday to 
show no unprovemeni. 

The Conference Board, the pri- 
vate bod^ that has taken over the 
gauge, said the index has fallen bv* 
0.7 percent over the six months end- 
ing in November, a signal that in the 
past has translated into much slower 
growth down the road and in some 
cases outright recessions. 

In a third report, the Federal Re- 
serve Board said Wednesday that 
1 995 ended with the ecmwmy grow- 
ing at a “generally modest pace" 


marked by a lackluster Christinas 
season for many retailers and grow- 
ing weakness in manufacturing. 

The ^ survey, compiled from 
repons from its 12 regional banks, 
noted that holiday sales were below 
expectations, forcing widespread 
discounting among retailers. 

Analysts said the Fed report of a 
slowing economy may influence the 
central bank to cut interest rates. The 
Fed's policy makers next meet on 
Jan. 30 and 31. 

''We have an economy that has 
no strength," said Lawrence 
ChimerineT chief economist at the 
Economic Strategy Institute in 
Washington. “Whether we are 
heading into a recession or not is 
debatable, but the one thing that is 
clear is the economy has oren flat 
for the last month or two." 

The White House hailed the im- 
provement in the trade report as 
p^f that its strategy of empha- 
sizing market-opening trade agree- 
ments was woticing. 

"We are making real inroads in 
our trade deficit," said U.S. Trade 
Representative Mickey Kantor. 

Despite overall improvement in 
the trade repon, it showed the deficit 
gening worse with mam' individual 
countries. The deficit, for example, 
with Japan jumped by 1 1.l perrent 
to $4.79 billion, its first gain in 
seven straight months.

Fains thunder in 
his arms, arintraiily. and his doctcKs in 
Norway cannot erqrfaia them — > don’t 
even know what to call them. 

He is livi^ in Oslo wife his 
friend, who is three montiis piegoant 
with their first child. He rents out two 
other two apartments bon^ at the 
height of his yin/yang carems. Ihe 
weddy saUny comes fii^ a chess col- 
umn be writes daily for the Norwegian 
newqraper V.G. He teaches Engl^ at 
an upper-secondary school for some- 
thing like five boors per week.

There be would 
sle^ 1 1 or 12 hours a night, play dess 
during the day and hardly see ^ son. 
He would come home three or four 
kilograiDS (six to mne pounds) 
lighter.Tbe chess be found to be nmd 
more tiring than the otiier game. 

The club manager, EgU Olsen, could 
have refused Agdsiexn his leaves.

Will His Opinions Spoil Tim Robbins’s Success?

N ew YORK ^ There was muttering all 
across the playground of Sl Josh’s 
P arochial School diiat (by. Everyone agreed: 
The homework assigned by one of die nuns 
was patently unfair. What, exactly, was un- 
fair ^ut it has receded beyond tte reach of 
Tim Robbins's memoiy; he can’t quite le- 
call, eidier, whether he was in die fim grade 
or sixth. But he remembers what happ^ed 
when the bell summon^ the kids b^k in- 
side. 

“Being the jeik, 1 get up in class and 
complain, thinking the whole class is going 
to srand up and say Yessss!’’ he recounts 
ruefully. “1 remember ^ mm saying” — 
his voice turns chill — ‘ * ‘Now, do^ anyone 
else feel this way?’ And there’s this de^y 
silence.” That afternoon, young Tim 
trudged home with more s^oolwcu than 
any of his equally outraged yet far mote 
circuinspeci, classmates. 

Wouldn’t you think the guy’d learned his 
lesson? But no. He persists in staldng oat 
positions that are cootroverrial and Ic^ty, 
especially within die realm of show busi- 
ness. 

He heard plenty of you’U-flever-woik-in- 
diis-town-again murmurs back when he and 
Susan Sarandon — his lover, fellow actor, 
sidekick and the mother of 1^ children — 
protested the Gulf War. The first film he 
directed, “Bob Roberts,” was an absurdist 
satire that skewered electoral politics and all 
its participants. Then, at tte 1993 Academy 
Awards ceremony, every presenter was 
beribboned to si^al concern for people vrith 
AIDS. Only R(d)bins and Sarandon, how- 
ever, made a point of infonmng die in- 
temational audience that Haitian refugees 
with HIV were being rfataiiwi at the U.S.
